tive I, ngths were derived from tho average 
human foot of these nationalities, wo may 
tak« < iimfort in tho fact that wo aro in tho 
happy minority of inches at tho base. Tho 
Uussian foot of measure equals tho English, 
nod tlio German or Khcnish foot varies in 
tlio different states. The longest foot of 
measure is that of old Turin, which is equal 
to twenty inches of English measure. This 
latter, founded upon tho length of tho Turin 
pedal, might, in the persiflage of our timo, 


in fntilu at least, for its breadth n'nd length 
of umli'i-staiiding. In order to get an idea 
of the length of shoe sizes in inches, it may 
bo staled that a foot measuring ton inches, 
with Hie weight of tho body resting upon it, 
may w ear, comfortably, a No. C shoo. Tho 
render can figure from this up to tho Turin 
foot of twenty inches by allowing three full 
sizes u> tbe inch.—Shoo and Leather Uo- 
porter. 


Social Condition of Rnula. 


Tho Hon. George V. N. Lothrop, late min- 


ister to Russia, in a published letter, makes 
some interesting comments on Mr. Cennan's I 
articles in Tbe Century. Ho believes Mr. I 
Kennnn's statements to be in tho main cor- 
rect, but thinks tho impression conveyed by 
them ,-. calculated to give a mistaken idea of 
tlio social conditions of Uussia. The idea is 
that tbe people of Russia live in a wretched 
condition of fear, cowering and cringing 
under a cold and cruel despotism with fear 
lest they may at any time be seized nnd con- 
demned to th« horrors of Siberian exile 
While tbe Hussian political system is in 
theory nn absolute autocracy, it is, in fact, 
conducted and limited by positive law. Rus- 
sian en il society is no more oppressed with 
fears ol Siberian exile than is society in New 
York «ith fears of Sing Sing. Tlie horrors 
of Siberian prisons are not due to design, but 
to an unexpected overcrowding of prisoners, 
and the* shock tho Russian authorities. Tho 
only cumptaint that can justly be made is 
that redress is so tardy. 


Tho shocking condition of Jails In tho 


United States is, says Mr. Lothrop, for from 
being unknown, and we should remember 
that everywhere in these places for detention 
of prisoners there is a tendency to evils and 
aba»M. Mr. latlirop thinks the exposing of 
these evils will hasten the remedy, and 
believes the system is rapidly drawing to its 
end. 
'J lie political oli'enders who resort to 


dynamite and the dagger will get little mercy 
there or any where else. Mr. Lothrop closes 
his intoresting letter as follows: "Russia is a 
country so enormous and so remote that wo 
are likely to havo many erroneous notions 
about ber. Hut let us not forget In America 
tna-,sbe das always been our friend, nnd that 
in romc> great national exigencies this friend- 
Ship ha.s been of great value."—Detroit Cor.

Tho compulsion usod to dispose of stoves 


ill railroad coaches has led fromono thing to 
another, until now it is no longer a question 
of safety, but of sanitation. It is demanded 
that cars be so heated that one passenger 
shall not bo nt tho mercy of another, who 
wishes a window open that shall let 
draught on his neighbor. Tho only escape 
from this, and tho fatal colds caught by the 
weaker and sensitive passengers, will bo in a 
partial adoption of the apartment system.

not guilty, and substituted a plea of guilty 
of manslaughter in the first degree. They 
were sentenced to ten years in tbe peniten- 
tiary at Jefferson City. Brown had some 
education, and after ho got into prison lie 
was appointed librarian. McGlew went to 
work in tbo shoe department. In 1837 Brown 
was given charge of tho electric light plant 
which had just been put in. Ono of his du- 
ties was to make the round of tho lamps nt 
midnight and see if the carbons were all 
right.

The Delsarto system is too comprehensive 


to bo incorporated m an article of this kind, 
but it uses no chemical appliances iu its de- 
velopment.

You Americans have not all tho enterprise 


in the world, and I think we could show 
scmo of your most energetic advertising 
solicitors a few points that you know nothin" 
about yet. In Belgium ond Germany wo 
havo a great many class papers that are alto- 
gether different from anything you havo 
here, and which are never seen off tho con- 
tinent Each of tho great hotels, for in- 
stance, has its own. paper, issued by tho hotel 
management, and it is tbo organ of tho hotel. 
It is nothing liko your Hotel Heporter. but it 
is a journal intended strictly for tho uso of 
tho guests. It contains statements of tho 
amusements going on, of tho sights to bo 
seen, railroad time tables, cab fares, and, In a 
word, all of thoso things which a stranger 
waking up in Berlin or Munich or Antwerp 
would want to know. Thero is usually a 
story and a brief resume of tho morning tele- 
grams in thoso papers, but no attempt at 
editorial or tho treatment of news. Tbo 
copies are given away and the revenue comes 
altogether from tbo advertisements, Tho 
papers are prepared for tbo different hotels ia 
each city by ono firm, but each copy is differ- 
ent from tho others. Then, too, each of tho 
great dry goods stores and tailor shops has 
its own newspaper constructed on tho samo 
plan, but devoted chiefly to fashions and tho 
description of fabrics. So have tho groceries. 
J<ono of these are trade papers ia tho Ameri- 
can sense of the term, for they aro addressed to 
the customers, not tho retailors, and they aro 
dailies, not weeklies or monthlies, and they 
all have a news feature.-Cor.

The forest area has upon it a growth of

THE DEATH OF EVA MITCHELL. 


Not less puzzling was tho recent violent 


death of Eva Mitchell, a young woman in 
('hicago. 


One recent Saturday night a young girl 


was discovered on the Grand Boulevard, in 
tho southern part of the city, insensible, and 
bleeding from n frightful wound in tho back 
of the head. Sho was taken up and removed 
1i> n hospital, when it was discovered that she 
hnd received n compound fracture of tlio 
hkull, doubtless having been struck with 


RC >me blunt instrument. Sho died soon after. 
Tlio body was finally identified as that of 
Kva Mitchell, who lived with her brother, 
Oliver Mitchell, n street car conductor. 


Eva removed from Washington, la., to 


Chicago about three years ago. Sho went 
to live with her grandmother, and between 
1 lie two thero sprang up n deep affection. 
The girl, who was but 19, was a devout mem- 
ber of the Methodist church and a regular 
uttondant at Sunday school. Boon after her 
arrival in Chicago tho grandmother died, 
find Eva was thrown out upon tho cold world, 
rihe went to work as a servant at a boarding 
house frequented by car drivers nnd con- 
ductors. While horo she made the acquaint- 
unco of a flagman with a wooden log, Thomas 
llastcrton. 


Upon leaving her place Eva went to livo 


with her step brother, Oliver Mitchell, and 
worked at the factory of on extract company. 


WHERE THE HODT WAS FOCXH. 


Bbe and a friend, Muu,\ Lewis, did all tha 
forking and labeling of tho firm. Bho had 
t ho acquaintance of two young men besides* 
the tiagman, Neil O. Gray and Walter J. 
Kturgis, tho latter being ono of tlio clerks of 
the millionaire Armour. 


On tho last evening of her life Eva left tho 


factory with Miss Lewis, but the two soon 


parted. Eva went to her stop brother's t« 
nipper. When she had finished she went to 
the boarding hotuo where she had worked ai 
n servant, arriving at about 6 o'clock. Sho 
ftoyed there twenty minutes and then left, it 
was supposed to go homo. 


Tnoman Mnsterlnn, fho flagman, was tho 


last person t« see her after nlie li'ft the board- 
Inc house. He said that Eva called at his 
•hanty about (> o'clock and told him that she 
«ui Kuiug buggy riding. Sho didn't tell 
bim who was going to take her. Ho claims 
to hivo Been her in a ramshackle buggy soon 
after or about 7 o'clock with a man, and says 
she "rlcd out to him, "Good-by; I'm going to 
clofj*. 
You will not see mo any more" 


Mosterton was arrested, but afterward re- 
l«as.d.

MAKING WAX FIGURES. 


T!irm£:i tha liolllna rot, tho lUolil and 


the L>o nnd flair Artists. 


A s niling young lady seated at a piano in 
lar^o show window on State street at- 


tracted crowdj last week. Siie was pretty 
enough to catch tlio masculine eye and sulll- 
cieutly well dressed to hold the fcminino 
critics. But, despite tho constant scrutiny 
of the ever changing crowd, tho young lady 
never changed her position. The sinilo that 
[»arte.i hor lips did not change; her fingers, 
raised nn inch above the piano, never struck 
them once—all for the best of reasons. Sho 
wnsn't a real young lady—though sho looked 
it, es[ ccinily in tho gaslight—but only a wax 
ono. A young man curious to know some- 
tiling of the method of her construction 
climbed up to tho top story of tho Edeu Musco 
n company with the superintendent, cmerg- 
,ng into a small room in the rear of the 
building. Two or three men were at work, 
ono st ri-ing a steaming mixture in an iron 
x>t o\ er an oil stove, another daubing plaster 
over n mold. Headless corpses woro every- 
where. 
They stood on platforms, under- 


neath tables and in corners. In a small ante- 
room a whole collection was piled up. Tho 
limbs of somo woro contorted and bent as 
thong1! iu awful agony. The active young 
super ntendent opened boxes and cupboards 
and d-ew out heads of men and women, old 
«nd y xing, beautiful and ugly, somo without 
?y»s rr hair, others looking startlingly real. 


om another -set of drawers ho pulled dozens 


of hands and laid them beside tho heads. 


"Tl crc," said ho. "are all the ports of an 


imagt which are mado out of wax. Thero is 
no sui h thing as a wax figure. The figures 
—tho torsos—nro mado out of papier macho. 
A wn-< torso, oven when it is lined with an 


•on framework, does not give a sa'isfaetory 


effect 
The process of making tho papier 


niachn bodies is precisely that of the heads 
and h aids." 


"Ai d what is thatr 
"A work that requires seven persons to 


«'omp!-to. Tho first step is to make a minia- 
luro 1'ioJel in clay of the figure or group that 
is to I o represented. From it wo get somo 
idea of the effect. 
When all details are de- 


•ided upon tho sculptor models tho figure 
ife si 'c in clay, the same as would be done 
f it i-ere to b« chiseled in marble or cast in 
:ironz -. Tho hands are omitted. They are 
".oriel >d from life always. Next the molder 
Tcpa -cs a plaster paris cast in sections from 
tho mxlol, nnd into this the wax is poured by 
tlio w is worker. If the result does not sat- 


fy ti-o sculptor the head is remelted. No 


nt torn )t is ever made to change a head. The 
m->!d ^ simply broken up and a new model 
indo 
The head goes next to a woman, who 


insert, the h<iir, eyebrows, eyelashes, and 
icai-J. A little instrument w%,h two or three 
sliarp needlo points is used for this. She 
works rapidly, ruore so than any of the oth- 


ers. Tho sculptor, af tor the glass eyes arc 
put into tho socket, then takes the head and 
finishes it. Its color is pale pink, and he 
gives it tho hue of tho human face, and by 
various means makes its surface look like 
8kin. Meanwhile the costumer has been at 
work dressing tho torso and tho carpenter 
fixing it upon a pedestal. The head and 
bands are joined to it and it U ready for ex- 
hibition." 


"How long docs all this take!" 
"It depends upon tho sculptor entirely. 


Figures nowadays uro mostly portraits, and 
in modeling one, especially of a contemporary 
Individual, the sculptor is likely to make half 
a dozen models In-fore tho correct one is hit. 
Tho figure of Tburman, for instance, re- 
quired a great deal of preliminary study. 
Tho sculptor had to see him several times, to 
oljscrvo most closely various details, such as 
the expression of his face in varying moods, 
tho size of his head, color of his eyes—can any 
man tell tho color of his nearest fnend'seyesf 
—tho way his hair was arranged, his weight, 
carriage, etc. 
Littlo details, such as the ear, 


occupy the artist a day sometimes. He can- 
not bo hurried. Sometimes two weeks is re- 
quired to model a single figure. No, sculp- 
tors rarely model direct from life, except in 
tlio ease of tbe hands, although instances are 
known of their having done so. They prefer 
a photograph and rely upon their memories 
for details in making a head. But they al- 
ways mold hands from life. No artist in the 
world can exactly represent that wonderful 
human member, with all its thousoi d lines, 
creases and its expressions—for tho hands 
have expressions. Figures cost as high as 
JTOO. Tho hair on the head of the figure of 
Mis. Langtry cost $75. Hair is always «n 
important and expensive item. 
So is the 


costume."—Chicago Tribune.

his brutalized and drunken opponents. 


But it was of no use.

Jake and Joo Tabler, tlio two brutal 


negroes from the Indian territory who were 
hanged together at Wichita, Kan., tlie other 
day, committed two of the most atrocious 
murders on record.

The stolen property was 
found in their possession, and they were even 
wearing the clothes of the murdered men. 
Jake, the older, made a confession at this 
tirao to six or seven persons. They were 
tried and sentenced to bo hanged. 


They were both very black, small of stat- 


ure, heavy sot, with muscles of steel; small 
eyes, largo noses, and 
thick lips.

looked very much like full blooded negroes, 
but were said to have Creek blood iu their 
veins.
